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You know when you hear a lot of good things about a band, 

and your expectations tend to grow with time. then you 
finally get the chance to see them live, then, and only then, can 

you judge for yourself all those good things you’ve heard about them is

Heroin are still to this day, one 
of my favorite bands . doing an 
interview with Matt has always 
been something i wanted to do, 
and after he accepted my inter- 
view request, i jumped at the 
chance of doing it ! this thing 
was done on an evening night on 
aug lst over the phone. i’ve seen 
few Gravity interviews in the 
past, but they were lacking that 
personal element that i tend to 
like and try hard to give to the 
ones ido for DP. so, hopefully 
you’11 like what follows. i’m 
glad i got to chat with Matt andi 
would like to thank him for 
doing this and for his honestly 
in discussing certain aspects of 
his life. 


Matt, i know it already, but why don’t you go back with he 
start of Gravity records; it started out of a necessity to put 
out the 2nd Heroin 7”ep, correct ? 
when we recorded those songs we had done our Ist record on 
Vinyl communication, and we decided to do it ourselves, since 
there wasn’t any other labels interested in doing it . the sec- 
ond record on Gravity was almost a year later, and it was the 
Lava 7 inch .yeah, so at first it wasn’t like a full label. 

ack then,did it ever cross your mind the thought that you 
might have gone so far with the label ? 
in the beginning i had no idea i was going to continue doing 
it. things just happened, and i wanted to do, then more bands 
came along in San Diego and things were going ok . 
there’s only few labels around nowadays that have as much 
creativity on their work, as far as covers, inserts and so on . 
i guess, a lot of those labels started after you and had 


i guess, my question to you is : all those self screened covers 
was that a way to put your artistic output on a record you 
were doing for someone else, considering the time it’d take to 
do them... 

i guess, the idea was to have some of few packaging interest- 
ing, and i still think we’re trying to do so nowadays with out 
latest releases, and i actually work at a print shop now... 
yeah, i was gonna ask you about that. 

yeah, i still actually print all the stuff; there are some 12” 
covers that we’ve done normal - glossy,a nd so on, but i was 
going thru a fade where i was kinda sick of “having” to do 
all the screening just because we did it in the past . 

we still try to put all 7”evs covers not in bags, and do things 
like glue them together and die cut them, and we still do all 
those by hand. 

ok, since you mentioned that you work at a print shop, and i 
knew about it thru our previous conversation,s i was going to 
ask you about it. i mean, i think Gravity is at this point your 
full time job, your business . do you make a living out of it, 
and if so, why working a more regular job? 

what i kinda do, i work off my bill; the money that i’d have 
to pay them for getting whatever covers made, i work it off of 
them. that way my printing is kinda free, but only because i 


work it off. we just trade out time for what i do with them. 

how is it that you usually work things out with Gravity. i guess, 
i’d like you to describe your average week work for the label . 
how many hours per week and what’s the daily schedule for Matt 
Anderson ? 

there’s periods of the month where there’s nothing to do at all. oy 
there’s periods where you just record the stuff; we have like a fi 
126 tracks, so we still record the stuff ourselves. so, after 
recording there’s a period in which you just wait for the test 
pressing to get back, so usually during these times, i don’t work 
as much, but then there will be times where i just work 12 hours 
a day, you know . and with doing all the printing, and putting 
the covers together ourselves, that ends ub taking a lot of time 
as well. 

so, since you’re managing to make a living out of it, you must 
have some sort of steady income from Gravity or not ? 

yeah, and these days we get distributed thru Mordam, so we get a 
check from them each month . before with all the other distros, 
it was more like we would have money certain times of the year, we'll never ne tes to . 
and then other time we would not; it was all up to the distro to 
pay, while with Mordam we get a check every month for what they 
sell. 

Matt, here’s a multiple question for you : how do you usually 
deal with bands? i know, most of them are/were from San Diego 
and you dealt with them on a friendly basis, but even with out 
of state bands you guys were friends before working together, 
but how is it that you deal with bands these days? do you use 
contracts at all; how many copies of a 7”ep, let’s say, do you 
normally press? do you pay the bands? 

ok, most of the bands have been our friends, and we didn’t real- 
ly have to deal with contractual things. even with huggy Bear, 
who we just knew, we didn’t have to go thru a contract . - 
before it used to be a 10% of each press to the bands, but nowa- ; 

days that doesn’t work out . it’s more like 10% for 7”eps, 20% fro on something else, 
12”s, and for CDs is more like 30%, so that way we try to work it Rik 

out to a 50 - 50 % vrofit between the band and the label . 
we don’t keep a total perfect accounting, so i’d not know what i’d [BMP 
pay myself by hour, if i had to. so we tend to work out a percent- |f és 
age with each band that seems to be right around a 50% profit 
split; so we just have a verbal agreement with the bands, and 
they also get to record for free most of the times because of the 
studio that we have, and that would come out of their royalties . 
a lot of the bands that you still have in press on Gravity are 
long gone broken up . do you see convenient to keep something 
in press even though the bands are not together anymore ? 

our idea is that i wanna keep any record i like in press. there 
are actually records out of press, those are the ones i don’t 
like as much anymore, but the ones we still like,w we keep in press forever. i think it’s still we'll .i tend to 
see records as something that would stand on its own even when the band is gone . 

i totally believe the same way . 

let me go down with the specifics of pressing . can you give numbers of what the biggest selling record on 
Gravity and which one has been pressed the most ?

Sonny, where does Angel Hair end and the VSS 
start ? was it a drastic stop between one band and 
the beginning of the other or you see it more as 
one step ? 

there’s a definitive end to Angel Hair . a very 
clearly defined beginning and end to both. 
there’s was not, as far as the laps of time between 
the two necessarily that large, but i think the 
objective of Angel Hair as opposed to that one in 
the VSS are two completely different sort of 
things .

Union 13 “East los presents” CD (Epitaph) actually 
this is one of the better release from Epitaph in 
awhile. fast HC with songs in english and spanish. 
reminds me of late 80’s HC, when the shit was fast 
and good. i like it. 
Ten Foot Pole “Unleashed” CD (Epitaph) your 
average pop-fast-melodic HC. these guys are actu- 
ally quite good at what they do, but then again 
there’s million of bands that are above average. 
Buzzov-en “The gospel...” CD Allied rec) slow and 
heavy. i think it’s a CDep. it’s kinda too short. 
fans would dig. 
V/A “Shandle records comp vol 1” SHandle Box 
1032 Mentor OH 44061) most of the bands in 
here play that metal modern HC that bores the 
shit out of me, but luckly there’s few excpetions 
that make the comp worth, and these are: 
Revolution 9 (awesome band!), Psara and 
Chalkine. it’s $6ppd to Matt. 
Ballgagger ”Ache” CD (Theologian rec Box 1070 
Hermosa Beach CA 90254) kinda a poppier ver- 
sion of Spitboy, if you can imagine that. three 
young women and some good punk rock. 
Me first and the Gimmie Gimmies CD (Fat Wreck 
rec-see ad) a project band? i dunno. they sure like 
to fuck around and do covers of old TV and what 
not gingles. good if you’re in the mood for it. 
Overcome CD (T&N) fairly ok for being a metal- 
core band. some parts are alright, others are just 
too much! at least for me. 
Sparkmarker “50Owatt...” CD (Crisis/Revelation- 
see ad) ok, but i was expecting much more from 
these guys. i guess, i really liked some of their 
preivous stuff that when i knew their full length 
was Out, i was anxious to hear it. they’re also bet- 
ter live. 
Millencolin “For monkeys” CD (Epitaph) another 
winner from these swedish kids! a great pop- 
melodic record that can have you sing along for 
hours. some of the songs have lost the fastness 
and got more of a slower edge, but the intensity is 
still there. 
Silver Jet “Pull me up” CD (Vrigin rec) i don’t 
know what’s up with Virgin, but some of their 
releases are very good! as with Brendan Benson, 
Silver Jet play some killer pop music. tons of 
melodies and catchyness. i juts missed them live, 
and i’m bummed out now. they have a very 
Britpop sound, so you know what you're getting 
into if you get this. really good. 


"i Ee ae ee ae 
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A “The big fix” (Allied Box 460683 SF CA 94146) a comp of pop and 
mainly melodic punk HC. some good stuff by Pezz, Stink, Saint J 
Infirmary, and Darien. 22 bands total. 
V/A “Teenage kicks” CD (Liberation rec-see ad) a reissue of an old comp 
that came out Itd on vinyl, plus there’s stuff added to it on this CD ver- 
sion. it’s your assault of pop and melodic punk, with 88 Finger Louie, 
Propagandhi and the Donuts n’ Glory being the best of them all. 22 
bands. 
Heckle “The complicated...” CD (Hopeless rec-see ad) somehow these 
guys sound too much like other band - big bands. overall they remid me 
of Good Riddance, but at times the singer is trying to sound like Fugazi, 
and in another song he is totally ripping off GB! i’m not saying it’s 
bad, but they should maybe go more for their own sound . 
88 Finger Louie “88 Fingers up your ass” CD (Hopeless rec) this is a 
good record; it’s melodic HC for the most part, but at times they kick in 
some fast old sounding HC tunes. they even cover GB. plus this thing is 
long....27 songs! good material here. 
59 Times the pain “20% of my hand” CD (Revelation) / LP (Genet rec - 
see ad) swedish kids wanna be SOIJA. HC with an old touch to it . good 
for what it is, and if you’re a fan, you'll like it, but it’ doesn’t move me 
around . 
nior nmouth “Bespoke” CD (Atlantic rec) fialry good Britpop. 
some songs really hit home with me, others are just listenable. if you’re 
into the sound, then this is a good buy . good britpop with plenty 
melodies . 
OS101 CD (Resurrection rec-see ad) for being ex Hogan’s Heroes ( an old 
NJ HC band that i totally love) this record is a major disappointment. 
poppish in its sound, it seems to me like these guys are going towards a 
more ‘modern’ & mainstream sound. 
loan of Arc “A portable model of” CD (Jade Tree-see ad) some fo the 
wierdness of their sound got lost on the way from their debut 7” to this 
1st full length. it’s still very experimental music if compared to other 
post HC-minimalistic bands. it has some good moments, but i still don’t 
understand the whole hype around them. 
Kerosene 454 “Race” CD (Polyvinyl rec-see ad) a comp of old 7”eps and 
comp tracks that K454 did thru the years, now on one CD. 16 songs of 
post HC with melodies in between. good musicianship and warm vocals. 
Eleven Eleven CD (Doghouse Box 8946 Toledo OH 43623) another post 
HC release with plenty of emotional moments and alternative vibes. not 
bad at all. the music goes from slow - low vocals to fast rockin screamed 
parts, keeping me quite interested. very post HC sounding for sure, 
whatever that means. 
The Van Pelt “Sultans of Sentiment” promo CD (Gern Blandsten rec Box 
356 River Edge NJ 07661) as much as i hate reviewing promo CDs, this i 
just cannot let it pass by. i wasn’t too font with The Van Pelt years ago. i 
remember them live being ok, but now i find myself totally hooked on 
them! another good release from Gern B. abstract lyrics while the music 
is well tight together giving a compact sound to the overall record. 
seeing them live now, i’d problaby appreciate them much more. 
loyburner CDep (Centrifuge rec Box 17843 Richmond VA 23226) Talyor 
Steele’s (ex 4 Walls Falling) new band. when i read that, i was totally 
hyper about playing the CD. i love 4Walls!! unfortunately this is lame 
post punk alternative rock. 4 songs that did let me down, and not 
because i don’t have an open mind, but simply because they suck. 
Sweetbelly Freakdown CD (Jade Tree) live these guys can be both very 
good (i saw their 1st show ever- at CBs) but also pretty average. i don’t 


know why...on record, they definitely have a Swiz sound, 
especially in the fast songs, but the overall result is quite 
good. i don’t know if they could ever outdo the Swiz ghost 
that follows them... nice artwork on the booklet. 

Disembodied ”Diablerie” CD (Ferret rec 72 Windsor Dr, 
Eatontow NJ 07724) i totally don’t see the hype around this 
band is . they play monotonous metal (yes, metal!) that some- 
how got labeled hardcore. well, let me tell you, this is NO 
hardcore, sorry guys. nice artowork/booklet though. 

Brand New Unit “Looking back again” CD (BYO rec-see ad) a 
kille release from BYO. probably my favorite record on the 
label. i don’t think there’s new material on it though. it seems 
like i’ve listened to these songs before. in fact, it is a compila- 
tion of BNU material. anyway, this is very good upbeat 
melodic HC that you should check out. 

A “Number one priority” CD (Significant rec-see ad) this 
comp was reviewed in a previous issue, but here it goes again: 
a good mix of bands giving something for everyone. best song 
by Backlash, plus nice music by Hankshaw, Ignite and Line 
Drive. 

Prop 13 “change is good” CD (Theologian Box 1070 Hermosa 
Beach CA 90254) fast melodic punk with good vocals and 
musicianship. not bad but nothing ground breaking. above 
your average punk. 

Days of Suffering CD (Catalyst rec 6142A N Compton, 
Indianapolis IN 46220) not metal as expetced but along those 
lines. place in the EC category... 

Supergirls “not my country” CD (Liberation rec-see ad) pop 
punk with actually some good lyrics. pretty unusual for the 
average punk band, but these guys are good at what they do. 
Zao “The splinter...” CD (T&N) Zao went full metalcore since 
their debut split where they had more of a good chaotic 
sound. this is not bad, but nothing i’d go crazy about. 

Big Wig “Merry melodies” CD (Fearless rec-see ad) good 
melodic pop punk from NJ. funny lyrics and a good attitude 
overall all. 

Damad “rise and Fall” CD (Prank) Damad play grindcore but 
adding some slow moments to their songs and with vocals 
changes tempo, they manage to expand from the grind 
criteria. some nice drawing and interesting - realistic lyrics 
can only add to the final product. a good record. 

Roadside Monument “Eight hours...” CD (T&N) i kinda knew 
it; these guys showed me potential over a year ago when i 
first got introduced to them, and their 1st LP wasn’t too good, 
but i was still hoping...and finally it paid back. this new full 
length is definitely their best material to date. they kept the 
indie rock sound adding more arty distortion ala Jehu and 
the result is quite good. 

Qne Hit Wonder CD (Nitro) pop punk - fast and melodic. done 
before but that doesn’t mean this is bad. 

Slick Shoes “Rusty” CD (T&N) pop punk that somehow lost 
that of good this band had. their debut CD ep was much 
better. Edward agrees with me. 

Beta Minus Mechanic CD (Crisis) after an interesting debut 
7”ep, heres’ their first full length and they have improved 
their sound or at least, met the expectations i had. good 
female poetic vocals backed up by some good musicianship, 
especially in the guitars dept. 

Walker CD (Harmless rec 1437 W Hood chicago IL 60660) pop 
punk with all the choruses and catchy lines. not great but not 


bad either. 

Retrogression “Breach” CD (Good Life rec see ad) VX 
nope, this doesn’t do me any good. it’s your average 
metalcore, and as much as i’m concerned, this is bad to my 
ears . 

Siren “Becoming Wheels” CD (Day After rec-see ad) upbeat 
pop punk with melodies run thru it and catchy vocals. it 
reminds me of a ‘man’ version of Tilt! or American Standard 
at times, whihc means this record knows how tor ock you. 
Inhuman “Evolve” CD (eyeball rec box 1653 Pt. Stu. Station 
nyc ny 10009)solid record by a fairly new NY band. after a 
demo, a 7”, here’s their first full length. the good production 
gives it a clean sound, alternating modern HC songs hinted 
with metal influences, to more typical HC tunes (fast with 
choruses), which are Inhuman best style. i think Mike and Co. 
should stick to the old school vein, and if so, these guys can 
be very promising ! a good record after all . 

Harvest CD (Trsutkill 23 farm Edge Ln, Tinton Falls nj 07724) 
boring as hell metal - core. can’t understand the hype about 
bands like this one... 

Miskatonic University CD (Boundless box 1 Savio (RA) 48020 
Italy) 6 songs of new era HC with deep vocals and industrial 
influences. definitely not my thing. 

Month of Birthdays “These things that...”CD (Subjugation rec 
box 191 Darlington BL3 8YN UK) a post HC emo record with 
female vocals and a mid tempo beat . some songs are very 
relaxing and quite pleasing to the ear, other are not outstand- 
ing. not rock-ish, not alternative-ish, just mellow music. 
Strife CD (Victory) few songs on this 2nd full length are good; 
the rest is unfortunately that boring metalcore of todays’ HC 
scene. 

454 Big Block “Save me..” CD (Big Wheel 325 

Huntington ave #24, Boston MA 02115) new school HC with 
both rockish and metal influences. not for me, thanks. this 
label should send me the Jejune cd, and that’d get a great 
review ! 

VKTMS CD (Broken Rekids box 460402 SF CA 94146) a full 
discography by old (late 70’s) punk Cali band fronted by a 
woman. it’s punky sounding, so you know what you’re getting 
yourself into. melodies included. 

Culture/Kindred split CD (Good Life rec-see ad) a good idea - 
having a US and Euro band share a CD, unfortunately, it’s 
metal core . Culture are ok at what they’re doing, but it’s still 
not my thing, while Kindred are definitely boring, at least to 
me. i know plenty of kidswould love this . 

Acme “...to reduce...” CD (Edison rec - see ad) a discography 
of all Acme’s recording to date . powerful, chaotic (at times) 
HC with a big metal influence, but keeping an interesting 
point in the guttural screamed vocals and the massive assualt 
of the music . ripping.... 

Quixote CD (Makoto rec) a good record of post HC with emo 
elements . at times, Mid West - ish, if you know what i mean .

Konfettura CD (Il Suono degli Spazi rec- Via Del Rovescio 
2185, 47023 Cesena (FO) Italy) 5 songs of melodic punk HC 
with a touch of emo in the vocals and break parts . lyrics in 
Italian . 

Morning Again “Martyr” CD (Good Life rec) Morning Again, 
with ex Culture members, play that metal core that seems to 
be so fashionable and popular in Florida these days, but are 
not too bad at it . not my thing, but cannot say this is bad . 
Christian Science A.D. “Speed Freaks” CD (Motherbox rec-see 
ad) as the title says, this is a mix of late 80’s speed trash ala 
DRI and modern HC with a more melodic side to it . it gives 
me a weird feeling to actually listen to such style after so 
many years . 

Silent Fall CD (1% rec - see ad) Silent Fall came to me 
unknown, and i got to discover that they play an ealry HC 
style, not too different from 4 Walls falling . knowing me, this 
is a big compliment . well played it and sung it . be alert, 
Silent fall is coming .

Battery members also 
included, but that doesn’t really say anything to me . this 
band - record, should be the next big thing, so they say; or is 
it already? 

Ida CD (Simple Machine box 10290 Arlington VA 22210) 


15 songs that are not your average punk record. actual- 
ly i don’t think this could even be considered punk. 
it’s pretty folk with a bedtime stories feel to it . 

Eventide “One word title” CD (Smorgasbord rec - see ad) Jeff 
from Upfront is in this post HC band, which is going more 
towards a Quicksand sound with a less pretentious approach 
that other bands usually have. it’s almost college rock 
appealing. 

V/A Four in One CD (Desperate Fight thru Victory distro) 4 in 
1 are four early DFight releases now released on one CD. the 
idea is good and so are the bands ! melodic and heavy HC by 
Purusam, old school by Separation, more HC from Shield and 
a new approach to emo by Saidiwas, my favorite on this 
record, and probably my favorite band on Desperate Fight 
along with Purusam and Refused . four different records on 
one is a great deal, and when the music is as good as the one 
here, then you’re in for a winner package ! 

No Use For a Name “making Friends” CD (Fat Wreck - see ad) 
after at least two years, here’s the new release by these old 
time melodic Hardcorers. No Use for a Name were doing this 
kind of music way before it got so big and mainstream, and i 
give them credit for it. i've always liked them, and this new 
disc is no let down. 

Unsure “Buckle-up” CD (Genet rec - see ad)pop punk from 
Europe, not too far from the Burning Heart sound, so if you’re 
familiar with it, you know what you’re getting yourself into. 
nothing groundbreaking. 

Sektor “Ultimate Threat” CD (Genet rec)H-800 Crew here, so 
that means strong on metal and screamed vocals. some riffs 
are so 80’s metal that is not even funny. then again, i don’t 
like metal... 

Lagwagon “Double Plaidinum” CD (Fat Wreck)finally, their 
new record is out. probably the most unique sounding band 
on Fat, mainly due to their vocalist . Lagwagon deliver 13 new 
tunes that are less fast than usual and more with an up 
tempo rhythm, while the fun is always gauranteed. another 
winner by these guys. 

V/A SXE as FUCK CD (Desperate Fight thru Victory distro)the 
3rd chapter of this legendary European SxE HC compilation. i 
enjoyed all of it, with the exception of the Doughnuts, while 
the rest of the bands are impressive and make this comp 
worthwile. songs by Refused, Saidiwas, Purusam, Abhinanda, 
Final Exit, Bittersweet and more. 

Pud “...i’m the shark” CD (Recess rec box 1112 Torrance ca 
90505)not bad at all; your average pop/melodic punkrock, 
but these guys are quite good at it. maybe it’s because they 
remind me of Chrimpshrine, but even if they do, they man- 
aged to pull it off alright . this thing is long - 18 songs and 
the spirit is high! 

Tsunami “A Brilliant Mistake” CD (Simple Machine)after a few 
years of hiatus, these guys are back with a new record. i 
remember them in the early 90’s, and seems that from those 
days, the band has progressed quite a bit. the melodies and 
upbeat tempos got lost for more of a mellow sound, almost 
spoken at times. it kinda reminds me of Edi Brickell, if you 
guys know what i’m talking about...nice packaging for an 
overall pleasant record. relaxing to say the least. 

Evel “Lucky Man: CD (Foresight rec - see ad)after a 7”, or 
maybe two, these guys return with a full length. the music is 
post HC, and the interest those guys created in me with their 


last 7”, kinda got lost after listening to this. post HC very 
rockish. it just doesn’t move me. 

ncr ll “Out” CD (Genet rec)17 songs of pop punk 
from Belgium. didn’t grab my attention for too long, so you 
be the judge. if you’re fan of the genre, you’ll dig it. 
Furious George “Gets a record!” CD (Recess rec) honestly, i 
don’t understand the hype around these guys. i think, they’re 
getting pretty popular. i guess, good for them, but i don’t find 
anything interesting or refreshing in what they’re doing. it’s 
pop punk, by the way. 
V/A The Ourselves Comp CD (Omega rec box 558 vilage sta- 
tion nyc ny 10014) a live CD. live songs can be bad, but in 
this case some of the recordings is above average. i don’t like 
live records, but if you’re a fan of the bands in here, then i 
guess, you may wanna check it out. most of it is metalcore :

Spineless “Painfields” Cd (Sober Mind rec box 206 Kortrijk 
8500 Belgium)4 songs of metal, yes heavy riffs and metal 
music all over the place, but with a HC touch, especially in 
the vocals, which are screamed and guttural . probably huge 
in Europe, thse guys would do well in the US as well .

Satanic Surfers “Hero of our time” LP (Genet rec)i loved their 
CD a while back, and now the same record is out on vinly for 
the Ist time, and mine even came on cool pink color. 13 
songs of great melodic HC in the best SoCal tradition. as a 
matter of fact, these guys along with other European bands 
are much better than some US bands that play the same kind 
of music. this is already a classic . 
Silent Majority “Life of a Spectator” LP (Wreck Age rec - see 
ad)live these guys sound more heavy and rush, while on 
records they have more of a rockish feel to some of their 
songs and more of a melodic approach. i tend to like them 
more on record....anyway, i like this record, their 1st full 
length, and i came to realize why, after many listenings :

trijk Belgium)new school hc with an old feel to it. i remember 
their demo yrs back; i guess they progressed since then. very 
East Coast-ish HC. 
Abhinanda CD (Desperate Fight) this is the 2nd full length by 
these guys, considered the most popular hc band in europe. 
it’s good hc with definite new elements and rockish parts, 
keeping the pace at a good speed overall thru the entire 
record. catchy and enjoyable. 
Catharsis “Samsara” LP (Good Life rec - see ad) nice cover, 
while the music is a powerful assault of grindy breaks with an 
overall death metal approach, that personally turned me off . 
it ’d have been good without it . better on record than live.... 
better than their previous efforts though . mine on color ! 
Morning Again “Hands of Hope” LP (Good Life rec ) a vinyl 
version of their older material . new school heavy HC with a 
big stand of keeping the edge alive . sounds powerful and 
plays so . if it’s your cup of tea, then drink it up with no 
hesitation . mine on color ! 
Shield “Vampiresongs” CD (Desperate Fight) i don’t know 
what’s the hype about this vampire thing, but these guys play 
an ok mix of hc and melodies. some songs are very good, 
while others are average. some of the lyrics are interesting 
and carry a good meaning. their 1st record was probably bet- 
ter, but this is still a very valid effort. 
Ink & Dagger CD (Initial rec box 17131 Lou, KY 40217) here 
it is, the main vamparish band around, and while it still beats 
the hell out of me what they are trying to accomplish or say 
with that look, i find myself enjoying this cd quite a lot. you’d 
think, vampire music with lame creeepy parts, while Ink & 
Dagger have a strong HC feel to their music and the speed is 
well maintained thru this record. the singer even reminds me 
at times of Ian - era Minor Threat. live I & D are quite fun to 
watch as well. 
Facedown “Friendship is still...” CD (Genet rec) well, here’s 
some average metalcore from Europe. i bet you, a lot of kids 
like this stuff, and even in the US, kids would dig it, but then 
again, metal is totally not my cup of tea. it’s good for what it 
is though. 
Overcast “expectational Dilution” CD (Edison - see ad) the 
repress, and repackaged version of this band debut. it’s heavy 
with strong metal influences that yes, do bother me on 
record, but i cannot actually hear them as much live, making 
this band an amazing live act, but not as equal on record . 
Action Patrol “On Patrol” CD (Whirled rec box 5431 
Richmond VA 23220) a discography of this underrated 
pop/melodic hc band . good material, from pop punk, to 
more speedy stuff, maintaining catchy parts and screamed 
choruses . good stuff, with more of an old school element that 
come to mind . just get it - it lasts forever too ! 
V/A ABC of Punk CD (Whirled rec) a very good effort - comps 
can suck hard, but this one is actually very good. with a band 
for each letter of the alphabet, you can’t go wrong, especially 
if some of these bands are : Hellnation, Braid, Sleepytime 
Trio, 4 Hundred Years, Rye, Young Pioneers, In/Humanity, 
Mens Recovery Project and much more . reccomended . 
Picture Formosa 12” (Foresight rec - see ad) 5 songs of post 
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HC with a big underline on the word ‘post’ . some heaviness 
in the music dept, but overall the record goes by pretty well, 
with no major complications . 

Limp “Pop & Disorderly” CD (Honest Don’s - see ad) this is 
probably the most refreshing pop punk record i got to review 
for this issue . very catchy but at the same same, these guys 
seem to have a sound on their own, avoiding simple catego- 
rizations . good vocals, as it is the mellowness in between . 
Shotwell “Celery..” CD (Broken Rekids rec box 460402 SF ca 
94146) good melodic hc punk rock with punchy songs and 
hooks. nothing new but not bad. 

Fearless Freep “No less sordid” CD (Mag wheel rec - see ad) 
folky punk rock with a garage-ish tunes thrown in there as 
well. not my thing. 

Political Asylum “Rock, you sucker” CD (Broken Rekids rec) 
an amazing collection by what could be Europe’s most under- 
rated band. Political Asylum were a great melodic punk band 
from the UK in the late 80s early 90s, definitely ahead of 
their time musically speaking. i had the pleasure to discover 
them years ago, and i’ve been a fan since then. 21 songs - 
some unlreased, some live, make this CD a little surprise for 
someone like me but could also be a great way to discover a 
very talented band ! definitely look into it. 

Straight Faced “Broken” CD (Fearless rec - see ad) a good 
record of solid old school HC with a melody touch that does 
not overthrow the heavy attack. a record to place right next 
to Ignite for style and sound, in your collection. 

V/A “All for one - one for all” CD (Grand Theft Audio rec 501 
W Glenoaks Blvd, suite 3° 3, Glendale ca 91202) a comp 
benefit for Roger Miret, and if you’re a fan of AF you have a 
reason right there to get this cd. if that wasn’t enough, how 
about 48 bands for over an hour of international music from 
HC to punk to trash and more extreme HC? standpoints by: 
Trip 6, Stalag 13, Crucifix, Raw Power. 

P.E.L.M.E. CD (Grand Theft Audio) a blasting assault of trashy 
grindy HC ! it totally took me by surprise, and i couldn’t be 
more happy with it. 

V/A “A call for unity” CD(Back ta Basic - see ad) Rick’s new 
comp is a mix of known bands and new ones, giving them the 
right exposure a record like this can do. mainly it’s your 
tough guy stuff, but nice material is delivered by Shutdown, 
25 ta life, Feeble, and Comin Correct. 

Coalesce advance CD (Edison) more heavy and fast than i 
expected, and that’s a good news .i think, these guys are get- 
ting more brutal with time ! 

Raw Power “Burning the factory” CD (Grand T Audio) this a 
great collection of early Raw Power materials and a source of 
true raw, pissed HC, the way it was meant to be! if you don’t 
know who Raw Power were, you're a lost, sorry . 36 songs in 
here to please my ears. 

Botch “the unifying themse...” CD (Excursion box 20224 
Seattle wa 98102) a colelction of their two 7”eps and some 
comp tracks on one CD. i guess, if there’s the need for it, 
Excursion will deliver it. the packaging is very nice - not ina 
lame jewel case for once. the music is powerful harsh HC, 
and this cd actually remind me of how good these guys 
could be. 

Tension “And at the hour...” Cd (None of the Above rec box 
654 Farmingville NY 11738) 

heavy HC - tough guys elements - as you usually get from 


bands around here. a blistering sound is well 

maintained throughout the whole recording . 
Stella Brass CD (distro thru Culvert rec - see ad) i still 

don’t know what to make of this record. i have a feeling, it’s 
one of those things that i’ll ended up loving....for now it’s 
good post HC ala Quicksand but with more of a twist to it. 
unfortunately there’s only 3 songs in here. 

Stuntman CD (Mag Wheel rec - see ad) this band includes ex 
members of Treepeople, and i was actually wondering what 
ever happened to that band - nowi know. Stuntman play a 
good post HC music with melody and delicateness, delivering 
a good calibrated sound . i like it, and you’d probably too. 
Scalplock “Broken history” CD Insurrection rec - Eastview 
Bridge St Writtle, Chelmsford, Essex CMi 3EX UK) with ex 
member of Harmony as One, you know you can expect some 
fast heavy music, and yes, this is almost furious grindcore at 
times . not bad at all. 

Cleanser “Grime” CD (None of the Above rec) 

Cleanser showed me some potential at their early stage and 
on this 1st full length, i can’t say to be disappointed but i 
don’t seem to find the sound i was hoping for . still, this is 
very heavy metallic HC that many out there will dig. 

Divisia “Wifebeater” CD (Pessimiser rec box 1070 Hermosa 
Beach ca 90254) a raw punk rock assault by Divisia is what 
you get on this cd. with a female vocalist, you would expect 
some layback sound, but you’re in for a big mistake. this is 
raw as punk can get, still maintaing structure and manners in 
its sound . not crusty but neither poppish . 

Resin Scraper “Heard mentality” CD (Mag Wheel rec) garage 
punk rock with a post punkish attitude too. not my thing. 
Against “No Arms” CD (Grand T Audio rec) Against were an 
old LA band; punk and raw as bands used to be back then. 
there’s elements of trash hardcore as well . 36 songs that go 
from recorded to live materials from ‘83 to ‘92. if you wanna 
know the history of an underground LA punk band, here’s 
where you Start . 

Justice Unknown “thius is what..” CD (None of the Above rec) 
heavy sound is what you ‘Il find . the production is maybe a 
bit too clean taking away some raw elements from the sound, 
which may have added something to these guys’ music . 
Scalp-Lock 7” (Satan’s Pimp box 13141 Reno nv 89507) quite 
a strong record with grindy moments and slower ones. not as 
grabbing as other’s Satan’s releases but still a good effort. 
Ire 7” (Schema rec box 1161 Battle Creek Mi 49016) after the 
split Ip, here’s Ire’s new recording. they still keep the heavi- 
ness in the sound combining it with some interesting political 
lyrics . you’re up for some good music! 

Black Army Jacket/Noothgrush 7” (Reservoir rec) it comes 
with Monkeybite #2, which is an incredible zine . the record 
itself is full of power having both bands playing more of a 
slow - heavy hc . powerful stuff by the BAJ crew, as always! 
awesome cover too. 

Medium/al8 7” (box 3593 cols, OH 43201) a good emo record 
of local Ohio bands . not too different from each other, both 
bands yet maintain a distinguishing sound . this label will be 
putting out some great stuff. keep your eyes open for it! 

Hail Mary 7” (Prank rec) ok job here - the music is heavy but 
the voclas are not as grindy as i thought it’d be. not as good 
as all the others Prank’s releases, which are amazing by the 
way! 


Veloci irl/Chisel 7” (Shute box 2291 Kensington MD 
20891) a record that only true fans of both bands will wanna 
get. the Chisel song is on their latest record. 

The sky by Sorella 7” (Inchworm 53 W Park Ave, Lindenwood 
nj 08021) two songs of emotional hc. Inchworm seems to be a 
well mixed label, putting out both crazy hc and mellow stuff. 
now that’s my ideal label. this 7” is not as good as i wanted to 
be, but it’s still quite appealing and should be in your 
collection. 

V/A World hardcore 2x7” (Moo Cow rec see ad) a very good 
idea to have aa bunch of overseas bands on a 2x7” record! 
great stuff too by: Eversor, Vanilla and Olotila, plus Undone, 
Respect and Deadbeat. 

Degradation 7” (Undertone rec Von Witzleben str 7, 48151 
Munster Germany) if you’re into old school sound done by 
new era kids, than this record is definitely for you. it’s done 
in a sincere way. 

Sweater Weather 7” (Divot rec) another fine records by this 
label which seems to be putting out some fine releases mainly 
by emotional bands . this in particular doesn’t break any 
ground rules but is still quite good. 

Sweep the leg Johnny 7” (Divot rec) another well done prod- 
uct by the folks at Divot . STLJ are capable of creating good 
emotions with their music and that’s what is all about. 
Qutlast/Endstand 7” (Grey Days Mannerheimintie 82A5, 
00250 Helsinki Finland) a good representation of what the 
kids in Finland are up to - a mix of old and new school hc. 
Strength Approach 7” (Surrounded rec Via Oderisi Da Gubbio 
67/69, 00147 Roma Italy) Rome has always had a good 
prolific scene and these guys are the new comers bringing 
back the old school touch . quite an interesting record with 
its choruses and catchy parts while it maintains the ‘strength 
approach’ of the true hc spirit. 

Redemption 7” (Surrounded rec) Redemption are also mem- 
bers of the new era of hc in the Roma capitale, but these guys 
are moving towards another old influence in the hc scene 
worldwide - that evilish approach made famous by bands like 
Integrity and others . if it’s your cup of tea, go for it. 
Eyehategod/Anal Cunt 7” (Hydrahead rec see ad) this is the 
lst record of a series done as a tribute to Black Sabbath . i 
don’t like the band so i’m not the right person to judge 
covers about them. honestly i don’t see the perpose if this 

at all... 

Gondolier 7” (Makato rec) quite a mellow post hardcore-ish 
record by this label . Gondolier are fine but far from being 
amazing. 

Fall Silent 7” (Moo Cow) 2 songs - less speed and heaviness if 
you ask me. seems like these guys are going or trying new 
horizons . we'll see where it’ll take them. 

Converge/Coalesce 7” (Edison) a good split, and i bet you 
99% of you would love it. heavy and to the point . mine on 
green. 

Civic 7” (Playing Field rec box 851 Urbana Il 61803) this label 
seems to be specialized in emo bands . some of the records on 
it are close to be piece of art . unfortunately, this cannot be 
said for this Civic 7”. not bad though. 

Union 7” (Ferret rec 72 Windsor Dr Eatontown nj 07724) this 
follow up to their cd is not as heavy as i’d have expected. 
maybe these guys are going for a new sound. let’ s wait and 
see. 


new band on this amazing label. the record is 
mellow and emoish but i wonder how these guys will 
sound like on their next record. 
Moxa 7” (Amendment rec 580 nansemond Cres. Portsmouth 
VA 23707) emoish sounding record not as powerful as the 
Brine 7” on the same label. 
Powerhouse 7” (Ressurection AD rec) east coast HC very 
NYish, done in a sincere way by these Cali hardcorers. could 
appeal to many. 
All out War 7” (S.U.R. box 574 Vails gate ny 12584) 2 songs 
of death metal by a band that is considered hc. i don’t get it. 
mcor min Corr IP_7” (Back ta basic see ad) a 3 
way split. one US band, one from France, the last from Japan. 
i like the idea of bringing together bands from all over - the 
music is heavy hc with a tough guy sound by some. of course 
the winner here is C.Correct. 
Spirit of 88/Da real Deal 7” (Back ta Basic) a split by two new 
Jersey HC bands. unfortunately both bands don’t play any- 
thing new or groudnbreaking, actually is your usual tough 
guy stuff. 
Lazy Cain 7”(Ruido box 7141 Richmond VA 23221) a new 
record by this underrated post hc band. their cdep was a 
good surprise, and this new 7” is keeping me interested in 
their future encounters as musicians. 
Darien 7” (Struggle rec 130 Stobe Ave, SI, NY 10306) pop 
punk with an upbeat sound. not bad but nothing to cry 
about. 
Lockweld 7” (Tee Pee rec see ad) pure noise. i don’t get noise 
and some can be ok, but most is just not my cup of tea. 
Stripped Bastards 7” (Motherbox rec see ad) upbeat melodic 
punk rock. personal lyrics that give ‘an emo’ side to the 
whole record. 
Unionsuit 7” (Second Nature) i was blown away by their 
demo awhile back. i thought their sound, then, was very 
refreshing and worth of attention. on this 1st record, the 
band seems to be less agressive and less unique, going for a 
more ‘known’ heavy sound. still it’s good. 
Urban Legends 7” (Tree rec see ad) two songs that are almost 
folkish and have a strong softy sung approach . not as good 
as the stuff i’m so used to hear from Tree records. 
Ten Yard Fight/Fastbreak 7” (Big Wheel rec) a split that will 
please many fans of the old sound redone these days by new 
era bands that love and pay tribute to the old school thing. 
Weston/Digger 7” (Hopeless rec) a fun record! well, that’s 
what you get by uniting two of the most talented pop punk 
bands around on one slap of vinyl. really catchy and on white 
vinyl too! 
Lamagna 7” (Wreck Age) with ex members of Scapegrace (an 
old band i totally like and respect) i was sincerely expecting 
something more powerful and mindblowing. this record is 
good, but i guess is my fault for wanting more, just basing my 
expectations on past experiences by some of these guys. 
Nothing Remains 7” (Day After rec) a new record by these 
good emo post hc melodic outfit from Germany. personal 
stuff done with sincerity . 
Irony of Lightfoot 7” (Wreck Age) an interesting record to say 
the least. some people compared them to the Ulysses but i 
just don’t see that at all. nontheless, Irony has unique 
elements that can drive them to a more mature sound in the 
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long run. nice cover and abstract lyrics. i’m waiting for a full 
length to see what sound they will be able to produce. 
Stickfigurecarousel 7” (schema rec) 4 songs of moder hc with 
elements taken by other so called scenes: the emo, and the 
post hc ones. these guys has since broken up but have 
matured to a new band from their early days. left the heavy 
metallic approach for a more diverse and interesting mix of 
post emo and crazy emo style. good is what comes to mind. 
Sons of Abraham/Indecision 7” (Exit / Wreck Age) a very 
impressive split, especially for the Sons of Abraham side 
which brings you one song of fast speedy material with 
emoish roots, while Indecision stick with their powerful 
heavy HC. 

Yellow Brick Roadkill 7” (Bandwagon rec see ad) obnoxious 
vocals, personal lyrics, upbeat sound, melodies are all 
elements that describe these guys’ music. yes, it’s melodic 
pop punk. 

Pacifier/Pipefitter 7” (7 Railroad Ave box 110 Babylon ny 
11702) both bands here play that post hc sound gotten 
famous by bands like Quicksand just to mention one. good at 
what they’re doing, i find Pacifer to be the one that takes the 
cake on this split. 

V/A And Cali sank into the Sea 7” (Bandwagon rec) a Tucson 
AZ punk rock compilation fronted by four bands playing 
mainly melodic and pop punk. it includes: Jason’s Cat Died, 
The Lovers, Zero Tolerance Task Force, and Disable 
Superman. 

Disenchanted/Twenty Twos 7” (Motherbox) a split that has 
good lyrics by both bands covering social and even punk 
issues. while the 20Twos are more post hc, the Disenchanted 
are quite good playing strong NYHC rooted music. 

Saint James Infirmary 7” (Allied rec) well, this is up tempo 
melodic hardcore, but certain flavors that were present in the 
demo, making this band very interesting, are almost gone 
here. too bad. they also broke up for what i hear... 
Botch/Nineironespitfire 7” (Indecision rec) well, Botch is 
heavier and more solid than their previous efforts, while 
nineiron are less . so, i guess, botch wins and nineiron loses, 
while when i saw them live, it was quite the reverse . 

Ensign “fall from grace” 7” (Indecision rec ) 4 new songs - 
pure old schoolish HC, less than their debut but still very 
strong and intense . the new NJ ‘thing’ as far as old school 
goes . thumbs up. 

Skarnspage “Mydefodet” 7” (LaNugo rec - see ad) 4 songs of 
grindy HC not too far from what Enemy Soil used to do 
awhile back. in fact, these guys have a drumming machine . 
side A is the winner in here making this record a good buy 
for all the true grind freaks. in my opinion, this band could 
improve a lot if it was to be more chaotic . 

Tear Me Down “Piu’ sbirri morti” (Applequince rec) nice 
looking two colors booklet that it’s also used as the cover of 
the record. good political HC from Italy, with nice moments 
and average ones as well . the fast screamed formula makes 
for a better outlet for this band. 

Affluente “Moltitudine Suina” 7” (Applequince rec) this same 
rec was already reviewed a while back in an old DP. good 
socio-political HC with melody. still, their debut record was 
much better and definitely worth to have. 

One Second Thought 7” (Free Spirit rec box 1252 Madison Sq 
Sta, NY, ny 10159) 3 songs of old school with strong vocals 


and that ‘tuff’ guy sound, while the lyrics go from good 
anti racism, to negative, to just tuff guy style. 
Deficit/Clam Chowder 7”ep (33902 Zarzito Dr, Dana 

Point Ca 92629) a good surprise of old punk HC sounding 
material by both bands . good lyrics and just good straight up 
music definitely influenced by ealry to mid 80’s HC. 

V/A The Mongolian Wild Turkey.. 7” (Bad Stain rec - see ad) a 
6 way split with mainly pop to basic punk rock with 
obnoxious sounding vocals and the related punky attitude. 
Serene/Separation 7” (Genet rec) a good split - both bands 
plya a strong HC, with Serene more on the mellow side, and 
Separation taking the old school feel to its fullest . 

V/A Bad Stain comp #2 7” (Bad Stain rec) more of the same 
punk rock, from poppish stuff, to more straight up music. 
Willis 7” (Motherbox rec - see ad) good sounding pop punk . 
very catchy and all; if only the lyrics weren’t so silly, this 
record could have been of more interest to me. 

Jasta 14 7” (Centrifuge rec) you know it already - it’s that 
common metal core that seems to be so popular everywhere . 
not my cup of tea. 

The Asshole “Revenge of Kunk-Fu Punks” 7” (Valium rec /De 
Maggi Via Capo Palinuro 35, 00122 Ostia (RM) Italy) up beat 
punk rock with all the ‘hit’ elements of today’s scene . it’s 
cathy, enjoyable and with such funny lyrics’ title : I hate ska, 
Sex Pistols suck.....you get the idea. 

Kill Your Idols Live @ CBGB demo (Andy 516-957-2793) live 
recording not always do justice to a band, as in this case . 
still, the sound is not too bad, and the demo is quite 
enjoyable. these guys have a unique sound - that is for the 
scene nowadays where it’s either pop or metal . KYI are 
instead going back in time playing punk rock with a strong 
early 80 Cali sound as their main influence . 

SGH demo ($4 Jason - CMR 457, box 1113 APO AE 09033) 4 
songs of melodic punk rock with the vocalist reminding me of 
Glen Denzing - Misfits era, while the music is up-tempo and 
poppy . mid 80’s punk bands come to mind while listening to 
this demo. 

LIFT demo (Jon 718-836-8804) 3 songs that are well recorded 
for being a demo, with a sound that definitely carries that 
post NYHC thing ala Quicksand .good vocals and overall 
music . let’s see what these guys can do on a longer 
recording..... 

Lord Sterling demo (Chainsaw Safety rec box 260318 Bellrose 
ny 11426) 2 songs in that post HC vein, very ealry 90’s. 
nothing groundbreaking or overly interesting . 

Cutshort demo $3 3225 Sunset Dr Redding CA 96001 

7 songs by this Cali band that mix of old school era hardcore 
when the shit was tight and screamed, with a good amount of 
new era crazy emo stuff . the result is a well calibrated 
combination of the two, making this band a nice surprise and 
one to keep your eyes open for. it also comes with a neat 
little booklet with several writings .
